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MONEY ALL POWERFUL 


Money has been all powerful a long way back 
into history, and before that its ‘equivalent, and 
money and its equivalents aré all powerful to- 
day. Its influence is the hardest thing to com- 
bat which Christianity has, or ever had. 

A few days ago the Hearst string of news- 
papers came out in big editorials with scream- 
ing headlines, advising the Congress of the United 
States to ‘‘kill the whole tfeaty’’. Those were the 
exact words of the headings—‘'Kill The Whole 
Treaty.” 

A small cotorie of senators are evidently of 
that same opinion, and have already just about 
killed it by talking it to death. 

The Church all over the land has endorsed the 
treaty and the League of Nations. 

The Ameriecan Federation of Labor has en- 
dorsed it. 

The women have endorsed it almost 100 per 
cent strong. 

Right-minded, God-fearing, law-abiding, war- 
hating and peace-loving: people everywhere have 
been almost unanimous in their endorsements, 
and {if it was put to a vote probably 75 per cent 
of the people would vote for ratification. 

Who is against it? Let us see. 

Nearly all Germans, who spent millions in 
propaganda in this country before the war and 
are still at it, are against it. 

All Bolshevists and Anarchists, who are also 
spending millions from Russia and elsewlere in 
propaganda, are against it. 

Every munition manufacturer—those who make 
cannon, guns and- army supplies and who make 
powder and ball to kill people with, are against 
it, and they are millionaires and great on propa- 
ganda. 

The builders of dreadnaughts ands other im- 
pliments of hell are all against the League of 
Nations, also. 

That any senators or newspapers are in- 
fluenced by any or all of, these rich but baneful 
opponents of the peace league, we would not say, 
not having the proof at hand, but there is no 
law that we know of that prevents us from being 
like the sailor's parrot, which, it will be remem- 
bered, ‘‘didn't say much but kept up a devil of a 
thinking.” 


THE FOOD SPECULATOR 


It does not seem possible to get the food 
speculator either by threats or moral suasion. You 
can't melt him by appealing on the basis of pity 
for the poor. It has always been held legally 
legitimate to buy and thing you want and hold 
it as long as you want to. He will insist on 
that legal right. : 

The government will simply have to do some- 
thing, even if it cuts across some of the old 
economic theories. You can not allow people 
to starve while close at hand are locked gran- 
aries filled with food. They tried that thing 
in Russia, and the Czar was kicked out of the 
king row. 

It has come to the point where the right of 
any man to lock up and refuse to distribute food 
needed for the life of the people, must be sharply 
Nmited. If the state can condemn land needed 
to build a railroad, it must have, or must be 
given, the right to condemn food needed fot 
the people. And if it comes to that, no specu- 
lator need think he will get any fancy prices 
the land owners have often secured from the 
railroads. ‘ 


THE DEATH PENALTY 


That some of the awful crimes committed 
ought to be punished by the death penalty seems 
right at first thought, not only as & just punish- 
ment to the perpetrator of the crime but to 
deter others from committing similar crimes, but 
at the same time when one comes to give it 
earnest and deep thought there is something 
very repellant about taking a human life by pro- 
cess of law or any other way. There is a great 
high power above ail of us that should be con- 
sidered in everything; a higher and greater 
power than we poor weak and erring mortals, 
and we doubt if that power would counsel us to 
slay a fellow man, legally or otherwise, under 
any circumstances. Christ advocated no such 
doctrine, yet murder and similar crimes ‘sur- 
rounded Him even as they do us in these days, 
and He Himself was executed. ‘‘The Lord giveth 
and the Lord taketh away,’ and we believe the 


taking away of human life is a prerogative not 
ours.

Seems to us that solitary con- 
finement for life is hard enough punishment to 
administer to anybody. There is no _ necessity 
of pardoning them out‘ that could be and should 
be done away with. Wall him up for life, yes; 
but kill him, no.
